KASAVAN’S PLATFORM 

Salinas Jaysee is a progressive school. Many 
things have been done here that were a credit to the 
school and to the administration. But more things can 
be done, beyond a doubt, that would enhance the school 
to a further degree. 

First of all, the problem of assemblies and meet- 
ing periods constitutes a major factor that needs im- 
mediate revision. A proper arrangement of class sched- 
ules would permit one free period a week for assemblies 
or class meetings, thereby allowing all students to at- 
tend without having to miss any classes. 

Secondly, a magnavox announcing system should 


be installed in each classroom, or at least, at key loca- 
tions. Then, when announcements are to be made, 
they can be given at the main office and students can 
hear them in their classrooms. When important speeches 
are made in the Little Theatre, the seating facilities are 
inadequate for the entire student body. With the mag- 
navox system, the speeches could be heard in all rooms 
equipped with a speaker. With the magnovox system 
installed here, the possibilities for a radio broadcasting 
class to function properly and successfully are great. 
We cannot be a modern school until we employ the mag- 
navox system. 

Thirdly, which I’m sure is first in everyone’s 
thoughts, is the need for a swimming pool. The ad- 
vantageous results which come through swimming are 
too numerous to mention. With a swimming pool we 
would not only have happier and more contented stu- 
dents, but students who have become better embued 
with school spirit, for school spirit can come only from 
one source, no matter how much is said about it, and 
that source is from happy and more contented students. 

These things, and more, are what I am determined 
to fight for if I am elected to the position of student 
body president. I will be a man of the people.

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THE BATTERY 


Today there is talk in some 
quarters of the “Great Russian 
Experiment.” And, as always 
happens in times of stress and 
worry, ,many people are turn- 
ing from our form of government 
and looking with a kindly eye 
on these experiments, although 
the Dies committees does its best 
to portray the dangers of the 
“red menace.” We do not pre- 
sent the following with any in- 
tention of soothing the fears of 
the Dies committee, but rather 
present it as an eye witness ac- 
count of conditions today in So- 
viet Russia. It came from Dr. 
Hall’s bulletin board, and was 
written by Spencer Williams for 
the New York Times. 

According to Mr. Williams, 
Estonia, Latvia, and Lithuania 
were apprehensive when they 
were taken into the Russian 
equivalent for “protective cus- 
tody,” for they feared that the 
large garrisons maintained by 
the Soviet would contain Com- 
munist missionaries who would 
go among the citizens of the Bal- 
tic states and convert them to 
the Marxian philosophy. 

But, quite the reverse occur- 
red, and the Russian troops had 
to be insulated against the pois- 
onous touch of the bourgeois 
world. The standard of living 
in Estonia is not particularly 
high, in fact, Estonia would be 
considered poverty-stricken — by 
people of the United’ States. But 
conditions there are so much bet- 
ter than in Soviet Russia that 
the garrison must remain penned 
up in its encampment. 

This order was made effective 
after the young Russians, who 
had known nothing but Soviet 
rule, entered the towns and saw 
shops bursting with food, well- 
dressed people, and most start- 
ling, no long queues waiting to 
purchase only those things per- 
mitted by a ration card. 

The Russians have been led to 
expect that all their sacrifices, 
all their labors and efforts would 
be rewarded by just such a re- 
sult as this. But they. have been 
promised this for 22 years, and 
22 years is a long time to live on 
hope. All these grand’ promises, 
the young Soviet soldier dis- 
covered, are promises of things 
that other countries take as a 
matter of course. According to 
Stalin, as time went on, the capi- 
talist countries would sing in the 
slough of their own inequity, 
would be lifted to a better and 
higher standard of living. But, 
oddly enough, it isn’t working 
out that way. 

Mr. Williams gives concrete 
examples of the terrible situa- 
tion of the people. Household 
articles are almost non-existent: 
One of Spencer William’s Rus- 
sian acquaintances had an oil 
stove, but it was useless to him, 
for he had no container in which 
to carry kerosene. He was over- 
joyed with the gift of a half- 
gallon tin. Another - instance: 
The wife of a well-known author 
asked for some old coffee cans 
which we would throw away. 
She thought they were lovely, 
_ used them for kitchen uten- 
sils. 

It has been proven that the or- 
dinary worker in 1928 with a 
smaller wage than today, could 
buy two and one-half times as 
much of the basic necessities 
than at. the present time. So 
then, there seers to’be a hole 
in the Soviet promise of better 
things to come. For 22 years of 
labor, all the Russian people 
seem to have received is the re- 
newal of promissory notes with- 
out even the payment of the in- 
terest due.
